DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 9-1 1 , and 1 3-1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 9 recites, inter alia, a laminated ceramic electronic component comprising: 

a thickness of the lead conductor is less than a thickness of the inner conductor; 

the lead conductor includes a plurality of lead conductor pattern layers that overlap and are in 

contact with each other; 

the inner conductor includes a plurality of inner conductor pattern layers that overlap and are in 
contact with each other; and 

the number of lead conductor pattern layers of the plurality of lead conductor pattern layers is 
less than the number of inner conductor pattern layers of the plurality of inner conductor pattern 
layers. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
